JUDGE HILL DELIVERS 
FIRST CHARGE 70 JURY 


New Jurist Urges Enforcement 
of Prohibition, Concealed 
Weapon, Game Laws 


For the first time in many years,the 
grand jury of ‘Fulton county was 
charged Monday by the judge prestuing 
over the criminal court of the county. 
Judge B. H. Hill, the judge of the new 
fourth (or criminal) division of the 
superior court, instruc! the November 
grand jury as to its dulies, after it had 
been organized with Colonel W.'L. Peel 
as foreman by Judge W. D. Ellis, of the 
first division, 

Hereafter the grand juries will be or- 
ganized also by Judge Hill. They will 
be organized and charged by, one judge 
in one court, term after term. 

For years the court. practice in. this 
county. has been, otherwise. The three 
judges of the civil division: being the 
only ones always on duty here, the.duty 
of organizing .and* charging ‘the, grand 
juries devolved, upon ‘them, evén though 
the grand. jury's work belongs particu- 
larly to the criminal part of the court's 
business! Evefy two months the judges 
of the civil division have’ been exchang- 
ing courts (as they will continue to do), 
and thé judge who chanced to be presid- 
ing over the first division for the new 
term wopld, organize and charge the 
rand jury for that term. 

From now on, however, the grand jury 
will be a matter solely for the judge of 
the criminal division to consider. By 
agreement among the four ~supertor 
court judges now 6n duty in Fulton 
county, Judge’ Hill ‘will continue with- 
out, interruption ‘on the ~berich, of | the 
eriminai division. while: Judges ‘Elis, 
Pendleton .and-Bell will. attend amons 
themselves to. the three other; divisions 
of the éourt.

UNCLE SAM OPENS FIRE 
ON HARVESTER COMPANY 


Suit to Dissolve Great Corpor- 
ation Is Begun in St. Paul 
Federal Court 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 3.—Opposing 
counsel entered the United States dis- 
trict court here today for the final 
struggle in the government's suit to dis- 
solve the International Harvester com- 
pany as a monopoly in violation of the 
Sherman law. Members of the court 


gathered to hear final arguments in the 
case filed more than a year and a 
half ago. 

The brief recites the history of the 
organization of the harvester company 
in 1902, alelging that the company has 
controlled since that time about 80 per 
cent of the trade in the United States 
in binders, mowers and other agricul- 
tural implements, and pray the court to 
grant an injunction against its further 
continuance. 

The attorney general's dissatisfaction 
with a pro rata distribution of the 
stocks of the dissolved companies such 
as occurred after the decrees of the su- 
preme court in the Standard Of] and 
American Tobacco cases is clearly in- 
dicated in the closing paragraph of the 
brief. 

“Under the undisputed facts, the for- 
mation of the International Harvester 
company was not a normal and natural 
development of the commerce in har- 
vester machinery,” the brief declares. “It 
was the child of one not heretofore in- 
terested in the business, George W. Per- 
kins, a banker and insurance man, who 
stepped in at an opportune time to 
bring the rival manufacturers together. 
He and others by means of @ combina- 
tion in corporate form destroyed com- 
petition and entrenched monopoly.”

Legislative Reference Bureaus. 


Pursuant to a resolution adopted at the last ses- 
sion of the General Assembly, Governor Slaton has 
appointed a commission to study the workings of 
legislative reference bureaus with a view of estab- 
lishing such a bureau in Georgia. Wherever it has 
peen tried, this system of compiling data on subjects 
of legislation has proved distinctly helpful to law 
makers and also to the laws. 

The purpose of the legislative bureau is to collect: 
and digest all ‘available information on legislative 
matters so that a State may profit from the experi- 
ence of its neighbors and from the thought and re- 
search of men who have given particular study to 
questions of this kind. 

Each State, of course, has its peculiarly local 
problems which must be settled independently. There 
are issues in which the advice of Georgia would be 
of no value to Oregon and in which suggestions from 
Oregon would be of no help to Georgia, But there 
are scores of other matiers in which all the States 
are commonly interested. Certainly, in these cases 
each of them will find it well to study the efforts and 
achievements of the others. 

It is said, for instance, that within the past two 
years more than a thousand bills looking to the con- 
servation of public health have been introduced in 
State legislatures. Many of these measures, perhaps, 
were inadequately drawn simply for the lack of com- 
plete and accurate knowledge on the part of their 
authors. Others are models of their kind and are 
well worth imitating. A legislative reference bureau 
will go far toward preventing half-handed legislation 
and at the same time will place within reach of a 
General Assembly a wealth of fact and suggestion 
from which excellent measures can be made. 

It is to be hoped that Georgia will avail herself 
of this useful institution.

“The volume of busines in this country,” satd 
Judge Gary the other day in a speech in Chicago, “is 
not half as great as it ought to be.”

It is not un- 
common,” he goes on to say, “to treat success as an 
ettensé; to consider the possession of wealth as 
wrong, no matter how honestly acquired.” 


It is true that a large class of people regard great 


#wealth as wicked in itself; they need no argument to 


condemn any rich man or company as a thief. There 
is also the opposite class, moved by the same spring 
of unreason, who look upon l.bor, its leaders, and its 
agitations for improved conditions as anarchic. 


There is no use trying to reason with either of 
these ‘classes..Nothing but a hickory club can con- 
vince a prejudice of error. 


Hut the real reason of business being crippled to- 
day lies not at the door of thes extremists. Al the 
people-of this country are not blind haters. 

‘The matter with business is, at bottom, that same 
thing ‘hat fs the matter with everything else—to wit, 
the lack of democracy. e 

Democracy means cqual opportunity to all, a square 
deal to all, and the co-operation of all. 

Big business is yet in a state of feudalism. 

‘The controllers of the great wealth units are still 
obsessed by the idea that they may do as they please 
with “their own.’ They resent publicity, government 
interference, and any kind of meddling by the common 
People. 


This kind of absolute power, in all the History of 
the world, has always ended in disaster. 

What the business of the United States needs is the 
very thing that a gum-shoelug money trust cannot se- 
cure—that {s, unlimited capital, Billions of dollars 
are now tied up in unproductive hoardings, This 
money ought to be fluid, usable, 

Money flows as naturally as water, and under cer- 
tain laws, It goes invariably to where there is (1) 
Safety and (2) Profit or Interest. 


To secure Safety in industrial investments there 
should be rigid GUVERNMENT INSPECTION. Peo- 
Ple Go not invest in securities because they do not 
understand ‘the game, and they are afraid of the men 
who are dealing the cards. They have this inspection 
in France, and investments are more widespread there 
than in any other nation, 

Secondly, there must be constant PUBLICITY. It 
is human nature ot to care to put money into @ con- 
cern managed by a star-chamber group. And legiti- 
mate business does not fear the searchlight. Instead 
ef quarrelling with newspapers the money manager 
should use them. Make things plain. Teach invest- 


ment. Educate the masses to take part in Big Busi- 
ness. 


The result of such a policy would be to catch the 
$100 man; and the $100 men have more ready money 
than the $100,000 men. 


Go after the “little fellows!” What better paying 
enterprises are there than street cars and telephone: 
Their income is in nickels. The postoffice profits are 
in 2-cent transactions in the main, 


This country needs billions more capital. It needs 
it not for speculation but for production. We have 
net yet fairly begun to develop the enormous re- 
sourees of the land. 

To get these billions the rulers of finance must 
democratize, They must appeal to the millions of 
small savers. To do this successfully they must come 
out of the darkened back room. They must Jay their 
cards on the table, 


Let there be open methods, wide publicity, a cam- 
Paign of education, and, above all, reliable, official, gov- 
ernmental inspection, 


When you get all the $100 fellows to investing in 
the Big Business of the country there will be a slump 
in “mud slinging and demagogy.”

Why Dickens Is a Stage Failure | 


It is growing to be an accepted axiom that Dickens 
cannot be effectively presented on the stage. The 
apparent impossibility of dramatizing (or rather of 
acing) work which seems essentially dramatic, may 
well be a source of wonder. 

How can it ‘be that,/given intensely vivia narratives, 
given tragedy and its “comic relief,” given distinctly 
differentiated characters, boldly and decisively drawn— 
how can it be that, given lavishly all these component 
parts of the drama, thy thing when it is attemptea 
fails? 

Whether one knows it or not, what one feels about a 
stafe Pickwick is that it can’t be like Mr. Pickwick, 
berause it's like a man. There, I belleve, Mes exposed 
the root of the mischtef. “As Mr. Chesterton has dis- 
covered for us, Dickens’ characters are not like men. 
women or children. They are not like human beings. 
They arc greater than that. They are [ke human 
souls, Here is the reason why the difficulties which 
beset the dramatist who attempts to dramatize the 
works of this particular novelist are not the same 
difficulties which beset the same task When it is ap- 
plied to other authors. 

What living woman could feel like Kate Nickleby? 
Kate is more than a young lady in the family cage of 
that era. She is the spirit of the cage, the writing on 
the wires of the cage. 

Kate Nickelby defies the would-be dramatizer, for 
itis only as long as Dickens himself is whispering in 
our ear his thousand and one asides, his thousand and 
one stage directions, that she has any sort of being. 
In vain do we struggle to interpret her through the 
mediam of the modern theater. 

Now for years the common and popular argument 
Put forward tn the discussion of this question of the 
difficulties of dramatizing Dickens has been that his 
people are not really lifelike, ate too exaggerated. It 
remained for Mr. Chesterton to point out to us that 
they were more than lifelike. 

It.1s because we translate these admittedly impossi- 
ble and wnreal beings into more or less “realistic” men 
and women that we fail. There is only one way of 
dramatizing and acting Dickens, !t is by the creation 
of a new theatrical idea: { 

Tt cau be done when an artist. comes along who 
sees the spirit, and not the flesh, who can run riot 
en the modern stage and abandon the unities. 

The Dickens character who is to appear real must 
appear likewise to be the most fantastic representation 
of a human being that a human eye has ever beheld. 
Not lud{ferously so, but profoundly and spiritually so. 
The truth is that at present we are defeated by our 
own realism. It 4s our ideas of the theater which will 
have to be altered before we can see, with that joy 
which might be. Dickens on the stase—Charles Me- 
Bvoy in the Philadelphia Public Ledger.
